Reporters Ask Banalities.

Too Early for Statement. 
* Mr. Davis has an easy way of gliding 
from moderate glee to unforced ser!- 
ousness. The serious part of the visit 
came when he was asked about poli- 
tics, statecraft, and prospect. He did 
not want to talk on those matters 
for two reasons. The first, he said, 
was that it was too soon after the ex- 
citement and clamor to make a well 
ordered statement. There was time 
The second rea- 
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son he gave in these words, uttering 
them with—not solemnity precisely— 
but earnest tenderness: 

“ Another reason fs that this is the 
day of the funeral of the President's 
son, and it ought to be observed with 
a certain restraint out of sympathy for 
our President and his family. This 
day, of all days, I ought not to fly my 
own kite—if you want to put it that 
way.” . 

That is what I refer to when I say 
that your candidate is a gentleman. 

Mr. Davis said he expected to make 
extensive campaign tours, faring well 
into the west. As for his European 
trip, for which passage had been re- 
served on the Berengaria, that of 
course: was off. So was his address 
at the banquet of the’Bar association 
now in session in Philadelphia.

Now let me briefly revert to Elder 
Bryan. Everybody asked him what 
he thought of the nomination of Davis 
and he made one of his compre- 
hensive and felicitous replies by say- 
ing: “I was very much pleased with 
the statement he gave to the press 
last night.” 

Then came more of the banal ques- 
tions which reporters asked, not be- 
cause they are stupid but merely to 
lead a man on—questions which it 
takes a reporter of ner¥e to ask.

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Then some other officious person 
said to the man with the face like

Plymouth, Vt., July 10.—[Special.] 
-—An American mother smiling bravely 
at heaven from a sunny hillside, a 
father at her side, and before them a 
flower heaped coffin sinking slowly into 
the fresh dug grave as taps echo over 
mountain lakes—that was the burial 
today of Calvin Coolidge Jr. 

Calvin Coolidge and his wife brought 
their boy back home today from the 
White House and the honor and power 
and glory it represents. They laid 
him away by the side of five genera- 
tions of Coolidges in a family burial 
lot in the rugged hills that have made 
family home ties for 200 years. 

They buried him as an American 
boy, as their baby, and they forgot 
that tomorrow once again they must 
become President of a nation, first 
lady of a land. 


A Neighborly Rite.

The funeral special, taken over steep 
ills by two great engines, drew to a 
top at Ludlow, Vt., at 1:30 p. m.

New Serum. 


Philadelphia, Pa. July 10.—[Spe- 
cilal.}—Dr. T. J. Glover of New York, 
who, some said, failed to impress 500 
physicians here with his reported dis- 
covery of the cause of cancer and a 
resulting successful serum, left for 
New York today. 

Several friends, however, remained 
to reiterate their firm belief that Dr. 
Glover was on the track that would 
lead to a cure of the dread disease. 

“Dr. Glover announce he had the 
organism and the slides on the stage,” 
said Dr. James McCormack of the 
Toronto Academy of Medicine. “ But 
none of the critics asked to see what 
was there. Dr. Glover, moreover, has 
never claimed a cure. He read a pre- 
liminary paper only. He can do no 
more than he has done in offering 
proof of his successful results. When 
he has completed his serum he intends 
to give it away.” 

Among others who came to the de- 
fense of Dr. Glover was Dr. Julian 
Lowder, chief of staff of St. Michael’s 
hospital, Toronto; Dr. Edmund. E. 
King, a former president of the Toron- 
to Academy of Medicine, and Dr. J. F. 
Donnelly, assistant to Dr. M. P. War- 
muth at the National Stomach hospi- 
tal, Philadelphia, where the serum has 
been used with reported successful re- 
sults. 

All were in aécord that Dr. Glover 
had not only been misunderstood, but 
that physicians here thought he was 
trying to show that he had got further 
in his research than he actually has.

John Quincy Adams was born July 11, 1767, and as 
a small boy on a hill top he watched Charlestown 
burning and the British storming Breed’s hill. 

A hundred years ago the house of representatives 
elected him President of the United States, the 
last of aristocratic government, whether from the 
Puritan source or from the old dominion. With 
him the tradition of government by aristocratic 
social philosophers, soldiers, scholars, men devoted 
to diplomatic affairs and of world experience 
stopped. The democracy took charge of the re 
public, expanding its processes as it extended its 
frontiers until now, with the enfranchisement of 
women, it rests its government upon the widest 


5] possible basis of adult suffrage. 


However dangerously exposed to error and weak- 
ness this course of democracy was, it was unes- 
capable. The modern political organization had 
arisen in New York, based on the science of spoils, 
the effectiveness of the professional political com- 
munity leader, and loyalties which were held by 
jobs.

Dr. Eijkman says that perspiration 
which saturates the clothing does not 
cool the skin except as wet clothes con- 
duct heat better than dry ones. To off- 
set the gain from better conduction, 
sweat soaked garments are less pervious 
to air. White men sweat more than 
colored men do, Dr. Eijkman found 
that, under the same conditions of heat 
and moisture in the air, a white man 
will be dripping sweat while a Malay 
will be dry. The reason is twofold. 
The Malay will drink less water, and he 
will be less active. It does not cool 
one to drink excessive quantities of water 
and other fluids. Within a few minutes 
after drinking water freely on a hot day, 
perspiration rolls out. Since‘that excess 
drop off or is mopped off, it is not cool- 
ing. 

a 

Another observation by Dr. Eijkman 
related to the pallor of white people 
living in hot climates. This pallor is 
more noticeable when the climate is hot 
and wet than it is when it is hot and 
dry. People who live in hot climates 
are more prone to have anemia due to 
hookworm and other parasites ané ma- 
laria. This explains why some of the 
people in hot climates are pale. 

The great majority of them, however, 
are not pale from either malaria, hook- 
worm, or other parasites. Careful ex- 
amination of the bloods of these people 
shows that they are not snemic. Their 
blood is up to the average in richness. 
They recover quickly after hemorrhage, 
They appear anemic without being so.

MEXICO IS SAFER THAN CHICAGO. 
Chicago, July 8.—I was greatly sur- 
prised to hote the editorial in today’s 
TRIBUNE under the heading of “ Mexico 
Will Send Us a Bill.” I am particu- 
lariy astonished at the last two para- 
graphs, in which Mexico is referred to 
as a disordered country and in which 
it is recommended that the United States 
“ police” Mexico. 

Mexico of today is vastly more civ- 
flized than it was at the time Villa went 
on @ rampage. Those were the years of « 


Mexico’s reign of terror. No one would 
suggest policing France today because 
of her reign of terror in 1791. 

The editorial would seem to infer that 
the United States was Better fitted to 
govern Mexico than Mexico itself. I can 
imagine my friends in Mexico breaking 
out into loud guffaws at this piece of 
information. 

Unfortunately the Americans rely on 
the moving pictures for their source of 
information regarding that country. 

There are still bandits in Mexico, but 
life and property is safer in Mexico 
than in the city of Chicago or any other 
large American city. 

I have also seen more drunkenness and 
more dope fiends in Chicago or San 
Francisco than I have ever seen in Mex- 
ico, in spite of the fact that our police 
are supposed to enforce the law against 
booze and drugs; while in Mexico the 
bars run twenty-four hours a day and 
drugs are sold as openly as cigarets in 
Nebraska. 

The Mexican policeman is a model of 
politeness towards all, whereas under the 
American system the policeman feels 
obligated to insult all comers and even 
resort to physical violence towards an 
unprotected girl, as happened in Cicero 
the ather evening. 

The aim of this article 4s to persuade 
American readers of Tue ‘Trraeune that 
Mexjco is not a disordered country, but, 
on the contrary, law and order are much 
better enforced than they are in this 
country.

Ten years ago a young Beigian law- 
yer left his bride and flung himself in 
the path of the German march to 
Paris.

OF HUGE SAVING 


Millions of dollars in interest charges 
will be saved every year through de- 
velopment of the government air mail 
service. The use of the airplane for 
carrying chécks, money, and secur- 
ities between cities will take about half 
the time required by the railroads and 
so will reduce the interest charges 
on such securities while in transit. 

The efficiency of the air mail was so 
explained yesterday by Col. Paul 
Henderson, assistant postmastey gen- 
eral, to the Illinois Bankers’ associa- 
tion. He produced figures to show 
that the saving of time in the air mail 
service would produce an annual sav- 
ing of $809,589 in interest charges on 
transactions between the New York

Cooking Pan Fish. 


‘What fat, what time, what manage 
ment are all important questions when 
it comes to cooking little pan fish. 
In general this means cooking them 
whole, although nearly all small fish 
above the size of smelts can be f)- 
letted. 

Sizzling hot butter fs probably the 
fat most used for the cooking medium 
in what is called high class cookery. 
If it is rightly managed, that is, not 
allowed to burn, perhaps the fish can 
be most perfectly cooked in this. But 
the fat from salt pork seasons pan 
fish in a way that is more generally 
acceptable perhaps. At qny rate, those 
who are accustomed to this flavor want 
none other. The’ browned surface of 
fish should be mainly a crust of flour, 
or of white or yellow corn meal or 
crumbs—yellow corn meal for the fish- 
erman every time. It is the most 
highly desirable thing that the mois- 


turé in. the fish should be retained by 
When it is 
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retained the flesh is as dainty and 
velvety as clabbered milk. 

Blanket directions as to the time 
for frying fish are exceedingly mis- 
leading. Dainty little perch may re- 
quire about six minutes to a side, at 
just the right heat, but almost any one 
could guess that it would take longer 
if the pan were only 400 degrees hot 


than it would if the pan were 600 de- 


grees hot. Dainty little herring may 
be cooked in about eight mintites or 
may require about fifteen. Most peo- 
ple would rather have the fish over- 
cooked than undercooked, but juat 
right is best. Just as in cooking steak, 
it is a good plan to have a searing heat 
for each of the sides at first, then 
lower the heat in finishing the cooking.
